According  to  Foreign  Commerce  Weekly  for  February  2Jt   1953 1  a 
Peruvian  resolution  of  December  13 ,   1952,  published  January  23 , 
1953 i  places  restrictions  on  entry  of  poppy  seed,  as  follows: 


Importation  of  Viable  Poppy  Seed  Prohibited 

1,   The  importation  of  germinative  poppy  seeds  and  capsules 
containing  such  seeds  is  prohibited* 


Special  Certificate  Required  for  Unviable  Poppy  Seed 

2.  Nongerminative  popny  seeds  used  in  the  preparation  of  bakery 
products  and  pastries  are  exempted  from  the  prohibition.  Previ- 
ous authorization  must,  however,  be  obtained  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  for  the  import  of  nongerminative  seed  and  appli- 
cations for  such  authorization  must  be  accompanied  by  certificates 
issued  by  competent  authorities  in  country  of  origin  certifying 
the  seeds  are  not  suitable  for  cultivation. 
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
